St. Petersburg, Nov. 6.—Sunday hap­ 
pily passed in St. Petersburg without 
disorders or bloodshed. 
The social 
democrats and revolutionists had plan­ 
ned a mammoth demonstration in con­ 
nection with the funerals of those 
killed in last week’s riots, and it was 
intended to form gigantic processions 
representing 
the 
various 
industrial 
organizations in the suburbs, and, fly­ 
ing red flags, bear the bodies of the 
“m artyrs” in state through the center 
of the city. 
These processions w*ere 
to unite at the Kazan cathedral, where 
♦ he passions of the crowd might be 
fired by revolutionary orators. 
When it became known, however, 
that General Trepoff would not permit 
a big demonstration threatening dis­ 
order, and that the mayor had issued 
a proclamation saving that the streets 
were no place for the airing of politi­ 
cal grievances, the socialist leaders 
called off their plans, declaring that 
they feared “this demonstrt Hon of the 
people was marked for slaughter, for 
which they were not prepar'd at pres­ 
ent. 
The people will give battle when 
ready, not when Trepoff wants it,” 
Accordingly the funerals were held 
in private and workmen attended me­ 
morial services in the various mills. 
Although the demonstration was for­ 
mally abandoned, tens of thousands of 
spectators flocked to the Nevsky pros­ 
pect. 
The broad thoroughfare in front 
of the Kazan cathedral was blocked 
by a great crowd of people, but there 
was no attempt at disorder, and no 
occasion for the use of the squadrons 
of hussars, Cossacks and Cuirassiers 
held in reserve in the side streets. 
The revolutionary leaders here an­ 
ticipate a period of comparative quiet 
and speak of tho. great strike simply 
as a “maneuver,” which forced an au­ 
tocracy to make concessions. 
“We have not any intention of end­ 
ing the fight now,” said one of them, 
“blit will organize and arm the people 
for the final struggle. 
We expect 
nothing from bureaucracy, and only by 
a popular uprising can we achieve our 
aim, which is a constituent assembly.” 
While the news received from the 
provinces 
indicates 
that something 
like normal conditions are being re­ 
stored in many regions, the situation 
continues grave in the Bailie prov­ 
inces, the Caucasus, Odessa and other 
places in the south, where the out­ 
rages generally have taken an anti- 
Jewish nature. 
Fatal encounters between the sol­ 
diers and the populace, and anti-Jew 
iah excesses are reported from many 
places in the provinces. 
Yesterday at 
Krenienohug twenty persons were kill­ 
ed and eighty injured. 
At Kutais a 
military train was wrecked and nine 
soldiers were kill' d. 
After the collis- 
sion the revolutionaries opened a rifle 
fire on the train and the troops replied 
in kind. There were several killed or 
injured on both sides. 
At Minsk seri­ 
ous rioting arose through the troops 
preventing a meeting of citizens. The 
troops fired volleys into the crowds 
and there was intermittent firing for 
a long time. 
A hundred were killed 
and 600 wounded. 
Indescribable hor­ 
rors are being witnessed every day. 
The massacres and pillage of the Jews 
continue at kishineff. 


diers everywhere marched at the head 
of mobs, inciting mem to destroy the 
Jews by crying: 
“The Jews have 
killed our emperor," and similar ex 
pressions. 
While the mobs were en- 
gneed in the slaughter the soldiers 
busied themselves pillaging the cash 
arid 
jewels, 
leaving 
the 
household 
goods to the mobs. 
The owners of 
many houses got rid of the bandits 
by tho p ay m en t of a ransom to the 
police. 
The police prevented anyone 
from arresting the looters and pre­ 
vented also the Hod Cross workers 
from aiding the wounded, actually fir­ 
ing upon those engaged in this work. 
A band of students removed much 
of the stolen property to the univer­ 
sity. while they a ls o took t w e l v e dead 
bodies of anti-Jewish demonstrators, 
whose relatives besieged the univer­ 
sity. claiming til.* corpses and demand­ 
ing the release cf those demonstrators 
who were confined in the university. 
They threatened otherwise to burn the 
] university and 
kill 
the 
professors. 
Measures wrere thereupon taken to 
i transfer these prisoners to the regular 
prison. 


American interests Unaffected.

nival of Pillage and Arso n. 
Odessa. Nov. 6.—A tour of the city 
and part of the suburbs Sunday found 
all quiet. 
Whole rows of shops that 
were pillaged have been boarded up. 
The poorer Jewish quarters suffered 
worst and the principal streets, with 
few exceptions, were untouched. Rub 
elan shops are merged with crosses 
painted on the shutters and the pri­ 
vate houses with eikons so as to pro­ 
tect them from the mobs. 
Peasants armed with knives and 
scythes tried to enter the city Satur­ 
day to loot the place, but they were 
driven back by the soldiers. 
The casualties in Saturday’s disturb­ 
ances exceed lid and those of the pre­ 
ceding three days, which have been 
verified, number nearly 5.600. 
The 
plundering continued 
early 
Sunday 
morning In the outlying districts, but 
the city w; s relatively calm, though 
the population is still anxious. 
The latest accounts of the devasta­ 
tion in the Jewish quarter add horror 
to the situation. 
Besides numerous 
mills, all the bakeries, shops and near­ 
ly 600 h om es have been destroyed. 
The Jews killed in every circumstance 
were treated with revolting barbarity. 
Heads were battered with hammers; 
nails w*ere driven into the bodies, eyes 
were goug'd out and ears se vert'd. 
Many bodies were disemboweled, and 
in som<’ cases petroleum was poured 
over the si k found hiding in cellars 
and they were burned to death.

G.—Enthusiastic 
rallies by the Democrats and the mu­ 
nicipal ownership league at the Hippo­ 
drome and at Madison Square Garden 
respectively, marked the close of the 
political campaign Sunday night. 
An 
audience of 12,000 persons filled the 
garden and thousands of women and 
children surrounded the building clam­ 
oring for admission ane’ defying the 
efforts of 400 polio-*; ion. to preserve 
order. 
It was only after a troop of 
mounted men had slowly forced the 
crowd back that .Madison avenue in 
front of the Garden was cleared. 
There were similar scenes outside 
the 
Hippodrome, 
where, after 
the 
building had been pac! ed to its fullest 
capacity and Urn* dows closed a crowd 
of more than Phono persons fiDCAV the 
adjacent street and fought to enter 
the building. The crowd was augment­ 
ed by the arrival of several thousand 
men who had been unable to make 
their way into the Garden, and for a 
while wild scenes of disorder prevail­ 
ed. 
The police were again and again 
forced back, but finally by sending 
squads of mounted men to ride along 
the sidewalks while men on foot ad­ 
vanced along th' roadways, the streets 
around the Hippodrome were cleared. 
Throughout the disorder both at the 
Hippodrome and the Garden, the police 
refrained from using their clubs; no 
one was seriously hurt and no arrests 
were made. 
William Randolph Hearst was the 
principal speaker at the Garden and 
was received with 
an outbreak of 
cheering which continued for nearly 
twenty minutes. 
Mr. Hearst evoked 
another great demonstration when he 
assured the audience that his election 
was beyond question. 
Colonel Ara- 
bros' C. Dunn, who presided, read a 
letter from Mayor Weaver of Philadel­ 
phia regretting his inability to be 
pn si ut, 
At tin* H i p p o d r o m e pm principal ad­ 
dress was made by Congressman W. 
Bourke Cochran. 
William 
tlalpin 
chairman of the 
Republican county committee, issued 
a statement last night, saying: 
“The 
maximum number of effective votes, 
judging from registrations, which will 
be cast for Ivins. Hearst and McClel­ 
lan will aggregate 591,000. 
Mr. Ivins 
will receive a total vote in the great­ 
er city of 217.0O0. 
Hearst and McClel­ 
lan will divide the other 374,000 be­ 
tween them, Hearst having 204.000 and 
McClellan 170,000. 
Mr. Jerome will 
be elected by an overwhelming vote, 
and It is not at all Improbable that he 
will have a majority over all other 
candidates.”
